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The applicant argued that the cited art does not disclose the applicants claimed, "a registering means..." 

The examiner maintains that the same limitation has been dislcosed within the rejection of claim 2 within the previous action, where 
Leung discloses the foreign agent updating a visitor table as a mobile node registers with the agent (Col 12 lines 63-Col 13 Iine15). 
Furthermore, Leung discloses the foreign agent performing a registration procedure using the visitors table, where after a registration 
reply has been received, the corresponding node is infomed of a change in the current address due to roaming (Col 12 lines 50-Col 13 
line 5) 

The applicant also argues on page 5 of the applicants remarks that in the cited art there is no need for the correspondent node to store a 
current address. It is noted by the examiner that Chen discloses achieving mobile IP with route optimisation by allowing a correspondent 
node to be aware of the current location of the mobile node (Col 6 line 64-Col 7 line 13) 
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
